SHELL  WINS  APPROVAL  FOR  ARCTIC  OIL  DRILLING:  The  Obama  administration  on 
today  gave  Shell  the  go-ahead  to  expand  its  multibillion-dollar  attempt  at  Arctic  offshore 
drilling,  aggravating  environmentalists  just  two  weeks  after  the  president  basked  in  their  praise 
for  pushing  an  aggressive  climate  change  plan.  The  expanded  permits  approved  by  the  Interior 
Department  allow  Shell  to  tap  into  oil-  and  gas-bearing  zones  in  Alaska’s  Chukchi  Sea,  a remote 
and  challenging  environment  where  green  groups  had  fought  hard  to  keep  the  company  away 
from  threatened  walruses,  polar  bears  and  sea  ice.

PATRIOT  TO  SELL  MINES  TO  CONSERVATION  GROUP:  Patriot  Coal  will  sell  the  last 
of  its  mine  assets  to  a nonprofit  conservation  company  that  plans  to  continue  mining  but  will  sell 
the  coal  along  with  carbon  offset  credits.  The  company  would  not  immediately  disclose  the  sale 
price.  Patriot,  which  entered  Chapter  1 1 bankruptcy  protection  in  May,  plans  to  sell  two  mining 
complexes  in  West  Virginia  and  some  other  mining  permits  to  ERP  Compliant  Fuels,  an  affiliate

MCCARTHY  TOUTS  PUSH  TO  END  CRUDE  OIL  EXPORT  BAN:  House  Majority 
Leader  Kevin  McCarthy  on  Monday  highlighted  the  House’s  upcoming  vote  to  remove  the  ban 
on  cnide  oil  exports.  His  support  for  removing  the  ban  is  not  new,  but  adds  to  the  momentum 
that  jumped  on  Friday  when  the  Obama  administration  announced  it  would  allow  some  trading 
with  Mexico.  The  California  Republican  quoted  a Government  Accountability  Report,  which 
said  lifting  the  ban  could  reduce  gas  prices  and  boost  employment.  The  House  is  expected  to

FEDERAL  AGENCY  TO  LAUNCH  OIL  FIELD  SAFETY  STUDY:  The  National  Institute 
for  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  is  set  to  launch  a multistate,  500-person  survey  of  oil  and  gas 
field  safety  next  year.  The  largest  investigation  of  its  kind  into  the  industry  will  look  at  the 
causes  of  workplace  health  problems,  what  contributes  to  on-the-job  injuries  and  why  accidents 
take  place.  Surveys  will  be  handed  out  in  North  Dakota,  Texas  and  a to-be-determined  state. 

“This  is  a high-hazard  industry,  and  different  states  have  different  levels  of  maturity  when  it 
comes  to  safety  and  health  for  this  workforce,”  said  Kyla  Retzer,  an  epidemiologist  with  the

“These  old  mines  have  leaked  so 
much  for  so  long,  thousands  of  gallons  a minute,  that  state  agencies  don't  track  the  combined 
toxic  flow.  But  by  the  estimates  at  sites  where  the  EPA  has  stepped  in,  the  overall  discharge 
equals  at  least  one  Gold  King  disaster  every  two  days  — spreading  cadmium,  copper,  lead, 
arsenic,  manganese,  zinc  and  other  contaminants.”  In  addition  to  the  problems  facing  Colorado’s 
waterways,  the  EPA  believes  mine  runoff  has  damaged  “40  percent  of  the  river  headwaters  in  the 
West.”
